An n apolis, Md., Jun e 5.—A mess­ 
ag e was received by Presiden t Wil­ 
son on the Yacht May flower, en route 
to atten d the commen cemen t ex er­ 
cises of the n aval academy , reg ard­ 
in g the shipmen t of a larg e quan ity 
of ammun ition on the lin er An tilla, 
supposedly for the Con stitution alists. 
Secretary Tumulty would n ot dis­ 
cuss the con ten ts of the messag e, 
but it is kn own that the May flower 
was in tercepted in order that the 
presiden t mig ht receive it. 


It is kn own that the mediators also 
received similar word an d they are 
believed%to reg ard the shipmen t as a 
violation of the mediation mission . 


Presiden t Wilson lan ded shortly 
after ten o’clock this morn in g after 
a stormy voy ag e an d was received 
with a salute of twen ty -on e g un s 
from the battleships Idaho an d Miss­ 
ouri. 


Presiden t Wilson voiced a, desire to| 
serve human ity rather than “to fig ht 
at the drop of the hat” in his address 
to the g raduates here today . 
Taken 
as an in direct illusion to the Tampico 
in ciden t the speeche created a stir. 
He predicted that American occupa­ 
tion of Vera Cruz would leave a dif­ 
feren t taste in the mouths of people 
who feared an d despised America. 


“I pray to God we will n eed to use 
n o more force at Vera Cruz,” he said 
with bowed head. 


“It oug ht to be y our thoug ht all of 
the time that y ou are sample Ameri­ 
can s, n ot, merely sample n avy men ” 
he said. 


The most lastin g impression of the 
Vera Cruz battle, he said, will he that 
the American n avy used self con trol.

Democrats and 
Republicans 
out of Congress, too. 


Democrats 
admit 
with chagrin

The vote in the state as registered 
last spring was as follows:

It is assumed that the voters in 
the state had their bearings a little 
better in the recent prim ary than 
when the registration took place last 
spring, so the politicians are inclin­ 
ed to compare the prim ary vote with 
the vote of 1912.

sive votes in the state in eighteen 
months. It shows a Democratic loss 
of 159,659 and a Republican gain of 
55,535.

See that the in cu bator is ru n n in g 
steadily at the desired temperatu re 
before fillin g with eggs. 
Do n ot add 
fresh eggs to a tray con tain in g eggs 
which are u n dergoin g in cu bation * 
Tu rn the eggs twice daily after the 
secon d an d u n til the n in eteen th day . 
Cool the eggs on ee daily , accordin g 
to the weather from the sev en th to 
the n in eteen th day . 
Tu rn the eggs before carin g for the 
lamps. 
Atten d to the machin e carefu lly at 
regu lar hou rs. 
Keep the lamp an d wick clean . 
Test the eggs on the sev en th an d 
fou rteen th day s. 
Do n ot open the machin e after the 
eighteen th day u n til tlie chick en s are 
hatched. 
In settin g u p an d operatin g an in ­ 
cu bator follow the direction s of the 
man u factu rer. 
There are a large 
n u mber of reliable American -made 
in cu bators, bu t the Departmen t can ­ 
n ot recommen d an y particu lar k in d. 
It does adv ise, howev er, that pou ltry 
raisers select an in cu bator 
already 
giv en 
satisfaction ' in the 
v icin ity where it is to he i 
the cost of the machin e^fs 
compared with the eg g s it h!H&es, 
it is a good in v estmen t to get a flhll- 
eon stru cted in cu bator in steacf 
fi 
cheap on e, which requ ires more at­ 
ten tion an d wears ou t qu ick er. 
The 
equ ipmen t of most in cu bators is so 
su bject to 
chan ge that 
particu lar 
lamps, regu lation s, etc., can n ot he 
recommen ded. 
The lamp, howev er, 
shou ld hav e a howl large en ou gh to 
hold en ou gh oil to 
bu rn 
30 hou rs 
u n der av erage weather 
con dition s, 
shou ld ho easy to remov e an d replace 
shou ld set absolu tely tight in jwisi- 
tion , an d he at a con v en ien t height. 
An in cu bator holdin g GO eggs calls 
for as mu ch time an d care as on e 
holdin g 300, an d for ordin ary u se, a 
machin e of at least 15 0 egg capacity 
seems most satisfactory . 
On those 
large farms 
that 
u se i n div idu al- 
lamp 
in cu bators, 
the 
machin e 
u su ally holds from ¡100 to 400 eggs, 
an d a small machin e is sometimes 
u sed for a prelimin ary test, the eggs 
bein g tran sferred to the large in cu b­ 
ator after the first or secon d test. 
Large machin es cost less in propor­ 
tion to the n u mber of eggs they hold 
than smaller on es.

here on ly a few small machin es 
arc u sed they are gen erally ru n in a 
room or cellar of the hou se. 
Good 
resu lts in hatchin g may ho secu red in 
cellars as well as in rooms, an d 
these 
are more common ly u sed. 
Man y of 
these cellars are prov ided with some 
sy stem of v en tilation beside win dow s, 
mu slin screen s on the win dows often 
prov idin g good v en tilation withou t 
draft, an d k eepin g the su n from shin ­ 
in g on the machin es. 
Cemen t floors 
are easier to k eep clean than dirt

The eggs ten d to throw off more 
heat

The temperatu re 
of the egg chamber may he lowered 
by lowerin g the flame of the lamp 
in the middle of the day .

Most opera­ 
tors ten d to their machin es two or 
three times daily . 


The cau se of poor hatches is a 
mu ch discu ssed qu estion , which de­ 
pen ds on a great v ariety 
circu m­ 
stan ces. 
A poor hatch is more apt 
to be du e to the con dition of the 
eggs prev iou s to hatchin g than to in ­ 
cu bation , althou gh improper han d­ 
lin g of cither factor will produ ce 
the same resu lts. 
When eggs fail to 
hatch, sec 
whether the 
breedin g 
stock is k ept u n der con dition s which 
ten d to produ ce stron g, fertile germs 
in the eggs, if the eggs hav e been 
han dled properly before in cu bation , 
an d wether the con dition s were right 
du rin g in cu bation , as ju dged by the 
time of the hatch. 


A daily temperatu re record shou ld 
be k ept of each machin e. 
The oper­ 
ator can thu s compare the tempera­ 
tu re at which the machin es hav e been 
k ept, which may prov e v alu able in 
the fu tu re work , 
especially if the 
brooder records can be check ed hack 
again st those of the in cu bator.

Velvet For Mexican Bull Fights on 


Sunday in Juarez is Put up by 


"Lady Fans." 


Sport Takes Place of 
American 


Baseball and People Leave as 


They do in Seventh Inning.

Juarez, Mexico, May 28.—(By 


Mail to New York)—If the good la- 
dies of Juarez hold ladies' aid so- 
ciety meetings or did 
the 
family 


darning on Sunday 
afternoon, 
a 


choice lot of matadors, picadores, 
handerillos capedoros might be oth- 
erwise engaged as bartenders, bar- 
bers or cobblers. 


It's the feminine fans in 
Juarez 


who furnish the "velcet," otherwise 
known as the profits, at the weekly 
hull-fights. 
In no city in 
Mexico, 


according to a prominent bull-fight 
promoter, do women form quite so 
large a number of the Sunday after- 
noon crowds that watch the bloody 
sport as in this border town. And 
it is only a fifteen-minute ride by 
street car to El Paso, Tex., where 
the above mentioned ladies' aid so- 
cieties and darning 
circles 
hold 


forth on Sunday afternoons. 


A third of the crowd that saw five 


bulls tormented to death, a horse 
torn to pieces and matador severely 
gored by a maddened bull on a re- 
cent Sunday in the Juarez bull ring, 
was made up of women. They came 
very early and stayed very late, be- 
cause—according to the posters—it 
was all being done "in honor of the 
great General Francisco Villa." 


The Juarez 
amphitheatre, 
like 


most others, is divided into twovsec- 
tions, "sombra" and "sol," 
or 


'Shade and sun.'' On the 
sombra 


side, where the price of a seat was 
two pesos, sat the elite of Juarez, 
.tourists from El Paso 
hotels and 


military officers from 
the 
cuartel. 


There were so many of the military 
on the sombra side that you get the 
impression they were "dead-heads." 
On the sunny side were grouped the 
peons, the women of the lower class- 
es, and about as many youngsters as 
were occupying the bleachers at the 
hall game over in El Paso. 


Ranged along the first tiers of 


seats that .swung in a semi-circle 
closest to the scene of gore, were 
the senoritas of Juarez, pretty, dark- 
eyed, slender figures, whose 
stops 


earlier in the day had been devoutly 
directed to the little white mission 
behind the central plaza. But hav- 
ing said their morning prayers, they 
were there 
applauding with 
little 


gloved hands the torture 
of 
the 


horses and the spilling of blood in 
the arena. 


Babies were there, too—at least a 


score of them, sleeping in the aims 
of tired-looking mothers. 
When the 


fight grew tame arid the groggy bull 
dragged himself wearily about the 
ring,'the mothers rocked the infants 
or fanned away the flies. But if the 
fight lagged too much, the mothers 
with the pretty senoritas joined in 
the cry: "Otro tero:"' (Bring an- 
other bull.) 


The second bull had honored the 


great General Villa by succumbing to 
the matador after 40 minutes of vi- 
cious jabbing, when a .young Ameri- 
can gii-1 enroute to her home in New 
York from a winter in 
California, 


furnished the crowd with unexpected 
amusenient. 


She was sitting in the second tier, 


of seats, quite close to the ring. The 


third bull dashing into the arena and 
smarting with pain from 
the first 


thrust of steel, made straight for the 
low fence enclosing the ring 
and 


leaped it, his hoofs striking against 
the concrete base of the first row of 
seats. 


The little American tourist sprang 


to her feet in terror. Gathering her 
skirts, she leaped up first one tier 
and then another. In her excitement 
she dropped into the lap of a Mexi- 
can trooper from the garrison. His 
Mauser rifle went rattling down the 
concrete structure and she sprang 
toward an exit in terror, "Ha-Ha, 
Don Pedro"— shouted his comrades 
and the rest of their yells were 
drowned in volleys of laughter. The 
senoritas turned 
an 
amused 
hut 


somewhat derisive smile on the whole 
proceeding. 
They had 
not moved 


when the el tero made his leap. 


Evening came on—part of the men 


departed as American baseball fans 
do in the seventh inning of a listless 
baseball game—but the women held 
their seats. They tapped their heels 
against the concrete when the band 
responded to the cry for "musica" 
and joined in the vivas when a clev- 
er banderillo succeeded in thrusting 
a pair of gaily colored banderillas 
into a hull's neck. 
A cool breeze 


blew in over the hills south of Juarez. 
It signaled a gorgeous display from 
the senorita contingent, who began 
swathing shoulders in mantillas that 
outdid the rainbow for colors. High- 
er up the sides of the amphitheatre, 
the mothers were covering the babies 
with black mantillas or dark blue 
robesos. 


When 
the 
bespangled 
matador 


had made his final sword thrust and 
tiny feminine hands had beat 
the 


last applause of the 
evening, the 


senoritas, walking in pairs, moved 
slowly off in the direction of 
the 


little white mission. The senors, who 
had worked themselves into five dif- 
ferent fits of frenzy—or.e for each 
hull—gathered at the 
cantina of 


Jesus Roderiqnez, not far from the 
bull ring, to drink to the health of 
the matador.

If built above ground 
the wall should be double and the 
entire building insulated. In sections 
that have a mild climate, machines 
may be operated in buildings with 
single walls, but a well-insulated 
room is always preferable. 


Where only a few small machines 


are used they are generally run in a 
room or cellar of the house. 
Good 


results in hatching may be secured in 
cellars as well as in rooms, and these 
are more commonly used. 
Many of 


these cellars are provided with some 
system of ventilation beside windows, 
muslin screens on the windows often 
providing good ventilation- without 
draft, and keeping the sun from shin- 
ing on the machines.

are easier to keep clean than dirt 
tloors. Where the equipment is ex- 
tensive, a special 
cellar or

should be provided. 
, In setting iip the machine, get it 
perfectly level. Do not plane off the 
door if il slicks, until the machine 
has been heated up and thoroughly 
dried.

ing of either factor will produce 
he same results.

end to produce strong, fertile germs 
n the eggs, if the eggs have been 
landlcd properly before incubation, 
ind wether the conditions were right 
luring incubation, as judged by the 
ime of the hatch. 


A daily temperature record should 


>e kept of each machine. The opcr- 
itor can thus compare the tempera- 
ure at which the machines have been 
kept, which may prove valuable in 
he future work, 
especially if the 


irooder records can be checked back 
igainst those of the incubator.
